Hard look taken at schools

The high-powered citizen’s study 
task force, appointed by the Romulus 
Board of Education to determine how 
much millage will be needed to 
operate the district next year, is 
beginning to rank school buildings in 
the district with a possible eye toward 
closing some. 

According to Lynn Slaughter, the 
chairman of the 20-person citizen’s 
study committee which is to issue a 
preliminary report Friday on its 
progress, members are ranking the 11 


elementary schools in the district as a 
step toward evaluating the cost of 
operating the schools and a possible 
closing of somfe to save money, 

“We haven’t committed ourselves 
to any course of action,” Mrs. 
Slaughter said. “However, the 
committee was given four charges by 
the Board of Education and among 
them was to determine whether the 
district needs to operate 11 elemen- 
tary schools and two junior high 
schools next year.” 

Mrs. Slaughter added that the 
committee’s stucfy was formed out of 
an open admission by the Board of 


Education that some mistakes may 
have been made four years ago when 
the district voters agreed to finance 
bonds for the construction of a new 
junior high school and three new 
elementary schools. 

“In the board’s defense, no one 
anticipated the recession we’re into 
now, or anticipated the lack of growth 
in the district’s population,” Mrs 
Slaughter said. “So now, there is some 
concern about how to open all the 
schools, since it will cost more money 
to do so.” % 

Among the other charges by the 
board to the citizen’s task force was to 


draw boundary lines for district 
schools, research the ability of the 
district to operate on the present 
millage and to recommend a course of 
action in next year’s operation. 

“It’s almost taken for granted that 
there will be a need for m illage,” Mrs. 
Slaughter continued. “But the com- 
mittee is made up of such people that 
they aren’t accepting the need for 
millage just because the ad- 
ministration says its needed 
“Instead, they’re asking some 
tough questions and getting answers.” 

Committee members consist of 
representatives of in ions within the 


district, district administrators and 
citizens from the community. 

“I selected active members from 
the PTA Area Council and local 
schools’ parent-teacher 
organizations,” Mrs. Slaughter said. 
“These aren't the type of people who 
follow unquestioningly, because 
they’ve been active and attempt to 
stay on top of the affairs of the 
district. 

“I have nothing but praise for the 
board and the school administration 
for their cooperation and openness 
with the committee. 

“They’re working hard to help this 


committee meet its task.” 

Mrs. Slaughter added that schools 
in the district are being evaluated for 
their efficiency as facilities by taking 
into consideration the cost of 
operating the facility on a per-student 
basis and considering the building’s 
size and ability to offer a number of 
services. 

“We’ve rated all 11 elementary 
schools,’’ Mrs. Slaughter said. “But 
the results won’t be released yet, 
because new information is coming in 
each week.” 

A final committee report will be 
ready Feb. 20.

The trend in production facilities is 
for workers to seek control over their 
work conditions in an effort to achieve 
more “job fulfillment’’. 

And while that search traditionally 
has been handled by a labor 
organization, a grass roots movement 
at the Kelsey-Hayes manufacturing 
plant in Romulus has achieved the 
same result .vHlr.£ any labor union 
“grieT for tat plant’s ma^gei 

Local elected affinals and a 
delegation from the Romulus 
Bicentennial Commission were given 
a special tour of the facility by plant 
manager E.C. Smith as an effort by 
the plant manager to “show how 
proud we are of our employees” for a 
spontaneous U.S. Bicentennial 
decoration campaign along the 
assembly line. 

Smith said employees began 
painting their machinery along the 
Bicentennial theme last September 
after a lone repairman took it upon 
himself to spruce up his tool box in 
red, white and blue. 

“At first, the supervisors were 
concerned, and the union auestioned 
whether the practice, which the em- 
ployees were picking up, was eroded 
union work," Smith said. “But in the 
end, both the managers and the union 
agreed to let the practice continue 
until July 1.” 

The sprucing up oroject resulted in 
what amounted to a “pride in work” 
movement by employees as they 
accepted paint from the company to 
improve the looks of their machinery. 

American eagles, bicentennial stars 
and hand-lettered plaques crowed 
the employees' pride in their nation. 

And while the pride in their nation 
increased, so too did their produc- 
tivity. f 

According to Smith, production in 
the plant rose by 25 percent during the 
four months the practice has con- 
tinued, and the plant manager said he 
has seen a drop in absence reports, 
labor union grievances and a general 
improvement of employee attitude 
toward his work 

“We’ve been real pleased with the 
results,” Smith added. “My only 
regret is that the practice will end 
July 1, when the Bicentennial 


celebration is to end.”

The New Boston area of Wayne 
County was shaken ever so slightly at 
4 : 15 p.m. Monday by an earthquake of 
a magnitued of 3.25, according to 
Steve Henry, a graduate student at 
the University of Michigan geology 
department. 

“People living over the epicenter of 
the quake may have felt it,” Henry 
said. “But there was no damage, and 
there will be nothing to look for in the 
area.”

The quake, which is similar to 
almost daily occurrences along 
California’s San Andreas fault, is the 
first one recorded in the area in

almost 30 years. 

“We’re kind of excited here because 
we re always monitoring tremors in 
Japan and California, but nothing 
nearby,” Henry said. “We’re waiting 
for information now to determine 
where the exact center is.” 

Henry said the activity is nothing to 
worry about for residents of the area 
and added that it is not a harbinger of 
things to come. 

“One tremor in 30 years is hardly 
anything to be concerned about,” he 
added “There have been similar 
tremors in the Michigan area over the 
years, but it has been only four in the 
past 100 years or more ” 

A quake was recorded near 
Greenfield Village in 1877, and 
another was recorded near the Lake 
Erie shore, according to Henry. 

The exact center ol the quake will 
be determined by gathering in- 
formation from several monitoring 
stations in the Michigan, Ohio and 
Ontario, according to Henry The 
epicenter — the location on ground 
just above where the quake occurred 
— will be known within the week 

However, the student said teams 
will not be sent to inspect the area 
beca'use there will be no visible sign of 
any activity. 

One benefit of the shaking, however, 
will be to put the New Boston area on 
the map for some far-away places 
Henry estimates that a quake of 3 25 
magnitude could be recorded on the 
east coast of the United States

Wearing a gown reminiscent of the 
ante bellum years. Miss McPherson 
demonstrated the “proper” way 
(technique) for a lady to sit when 
wearing a hoop; her enactment of the 
“improper * method bringing 
chuckles from the audience 

A University of Michigan music and 
voice graduate, the singer currently 
gives private voice and guitar lessons 
and also works as a strolling minstrel 
at Greenfield Village Her portrayals 
(other than the southern belle) for her 
affiliation with PRA include the 


characters of Annie Oakley. Nellie 
Bly, Jane Adams and Susan B An- 
thony

Pherson provided background music 
to fit each costume as it w as modeled 

Dolly Madison herself (show 
chairman Mary Ann Bassett in- 
cognito) narrated the show in a lace- 
trimmed gown from the 1800’s wlvch 
she had made complete with draw- 
string bustle Mrs Bassett’s disguise 
included a long-curled wig styled 
especially for the program by Jerry’s 
Foxy Lady of Belleville

the Town, “three pretty tavern maids. 
Pam Carnahan, Sandy Porzondek and 
Tammy Cullin, took to the stage in 
lavender and white gingham aprons 
and mopcaps made by the former’s 
mother, Shirley Carnahan They were 
worn with deep purple dresses and 
were a facsimile of the ty pical maid's 
uniform from the past 
Shirley Carnahan in a 2-piece outfit 
made by her sister-in-law, Jo Ann 
Carnahan of Belleville, played the 
role of the schoolmarm of years gone 
by The blue, small print fabric was

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2nd civil service hearing to be held Monday 


A second public hearing will be held 
to hear alleged Inequities of the 
Wayne County Civil Service System at 
the Wayne County General Hospital 
Monday. 

County Commissioner Arthur M. 
Carter (D-Detroit) and his 7-member 
investigating committee heard Wayne 
County civil service workers and 
union officials register complaints 
that ranged from unfair 
examinations, lack of opportunity for 
promotion and sexism to the 
placement of non-civil service per- 
sonnel brought in to fill county jobs. 


Robert Johnson, president-director 
of Council 23 of the American 
Federation of State, County, and 
Municipal Employees (AFSCME) 
spoke at a Jan. 23 hearing at the City- 
County Building, Detroit 
Claiming to represent 6,000 em- 
ployees of Wayne County, Johnson 
called the system “totally 
inadequate.’’ He said that employees 
should be given preference for 
promotions on a basis of seniority. 

He testified that there are em- 
ployees at Wayne County General 
Hospital who have been there for five 
or six years and never had been given 


the opportunity to take a promotional 
exam 

Johnson called for the reevaluation 
of the whole exam system, oral and 
written, calling it unfair and time 
consuming. He said there is evidence 
of patronage at the entrance level and 
said that job descriptions have been 
written to suit certain individuals. He 
termed the practice of giving extra 
exam points to those who are veterans 
or disabled, unrealistic. 

EugeneS. Guido, president of AFL- 
CIO Local 1659 suggested the whole

today be eliminated. He charged it 
with being antiquated, filled with 
inequities, and having an inconsistent, 
vague method of operating. 

A female Wayne County employee 
charged sex discrimination in not 
being given the opportunity to operate 
a multi-lith machine, which is a job 
that falls into her employment 
classification. She reportedly was told 
it was “a man’s job.’’ 

Present at the hearing were, in 
addition to Chairman Carter* five 
other Wayne County Commissioners 
serving on the investigating board: 
Royce E. Smith of Belleville, vice 
chairman, and Clemens E. Bykowski, 
Jackie L. Currie, Robert D. Mahoney, 
and Rose Mary Robinson, all of 
Detroit. 

Wayne County Auditor Leonard D. 
Proctor, representing the County 
Hospital Governing Board, the Board 
of County Institutions, was present as 
the seventh member of the com- 
mittee. 

Robert Wikle, speaking at the 
request of the Wayne County 
Supervisory Employees Association, 
said: “We support the merit system 
principles. However, Civil Service is 
running on three flat tires.” 

“The first is insufficient number of 
staff members to carry on the per- 
sonnel functions of Civil Service,” he 
added “The second is inadequate 
resources to respond satisfactorily to 
position classification requests, and 
thirdly, there is insufficient attention 
and support for employee training and 
development.” 

Carter said testimony will be 


received by the investigating board 
for a period of 90 days. Hearings will 
be held at various sites throughout the 
county so that citizens may come 
forth with their grievances and 
present them either orally or in 
writing. 

“Everyone who wishes to be heard 
will have the opportunity,” Carter 
added. “When the hearings are 


concluded, the committee will study 
all material presented and make its 
report. 

“We intend to go before the State 
Legislature with specific recom- 
mendations for major changes in the 
Wayne County Civil Service System. 
Some of our recommendations un- 
doubtedly will call for changes in the 
state law.”

The issues raised by the Dearborn 
Heights Council President ranged 
from a complaint about a hike in 
attorney fees, paid by the PCHA 
board to its legal counsel to a charge 
that Klicka had overstepped his 
authority by approving a construction 
change order for $70,000 without board 
approvaf 

Although the board decided not to 
discuss the individual "questions” at 
the end of its late-hour meeting last 
night, the two issues mentioned above 
were addressed by Pizzimenti and 
Klicka before the board members cut 
off discussion. 

Klicka particula rly was upset by the 
charge that he had authorized 
spending money without authority. 
The matter concerned a change order 
in a construction contract 

He and Pizzimenti said the situation 
came up during the summer months, 
when the full board does not meet. The 
executive board, composed of three 
individuals including President 
Pizzimenti, meet during that time to 
make decisions, all of which are 
subject to board approval. 

But in the particular case cited by 
the Dearborn Heights Council, it was 
the Planning and Construction 
Committee that met and recom- 
mended that the change order be 
approved. 

The charge was that Klicka signed 
the order, but that it actually was not 
approved by the executive board until 
a week later. 

PCHA Engineer Dean Armstrong 
last night, however, noted that the 
order, signed by Klicka, was a field 
order, not a change order, and thus 
not a contract. 

In the case of attorney fees, Piz- 
zimenti said it was true the executive 
board, and later the full Board of 
Directors, voted to increase the at- 
torney fees, after the legal counsel 
decided to raise his rates. 

"The fact of the matter is, it was 
reviewed by the board,” he added. 


"Whether a person agrees with the 
decision or not. it was done properly.” 
The majority vote decided the issue, 
meaning that the procedure for 
deciding could not be questioned, 
Pizzmenti said 

Although some of the PCHA Board 
members were willing to discuss all 
the charges last night, the vote of the 
board was to leave the answer to the 
top spokesmen. Since all communities 
involved in the authority received 
Dearborn Heights complaint, all will 
receive the response. 

Two of the tlree members from 
Dearborn Heights were in attendance 
during the discussion — Ralph 
Krajewski and Joseph J. O’Brien. 
The third, Clarence Constan, left just 
prior to the issue being raised. 

Chided by fellow board members as 
to why the questions were not raised 
to the board before being made into a 
letter to the governments of the 
member communities, O’Brien said 
he has asked questions, but not always 
had been satisfied with the answers he 
received. 

The other issues presented in- 
cluded: 

—A complaint that although the 
legal counsel is required, by board 
resolution, to produce an itemized list 
of services rendered with a bill, this is 
not done. 

—The council’s fear that the PCHA 
administration was going to 
recommend dropping the 20 percent 
surcharge charged to hospital users 
who are not residents of PCHA com- 
munities. The administration has 
submitted a report on the surcharge. 
It is being studied, but no action is 
being taken on it by the board: 

—A charge that a portion of the 
recent $10 room rate increase is being 
used for a "malpractice suit fund;” 

—A complaint on the procedure 
allowing the 3-man executive board to 
make decisions when the full Board of 
Directors doesn’t have enough 
members present for a quorum, or in 
between meetings, subject to even- 
tual fund board approval; 

—The charge that purchased ser- 
vices in the PCHA operations are not 
bid competively on to reduce cost. 

Pizzimenti told the Dearborn 


Heights representatives that he was 
unhappy about the manner of bringing 
up what he called “questions.” Saying 
that “any question a community 


addressed to the board, we are 
obligated to respond to,” he added 
that their manner of bringing up the 
charges was going to call dispropr- 
tionate publicity to the matter which 
could have been settled without the 
adverse publicity 

Klicka added that "things of this 
sort generate suspicion,” and said he 
was concerned about the reaction the 
board would get from the community. 
He said he was personally "very of- 
fended" by the charges

of the cigarette later, the discomfort 
became more pronounced and was 
accompanied by a pain in the inside 
of her left arm. 

She pondered over the meaning of 
these physical phenomena, and then 
made a wise decision. Rather than 
engage in the danger of self 
diagnosis — which is often self 
delusion — she extinguished the 
cigarette, composed herself and 
then called her family physician to 
report what she had experienced. 

Even though the discomfort was 
now abated, she was asked to come 
into the dotor’s office for an 
examination. 

Her doctor, a staff physician at 
Annapolis Hospital, ran an EKG 
(Electro-cardiogram) test. His 
reading of the EKG p-intout con- 
vinced him that Mrs. Levy’s symp- 
toms required additional, 
specialized observation. 

A telephone call was made to the 
Cardio Diagnostic Department of 
Annapolis Hospital. Florine Jennin, 
RN, took the call and arranged for 
an immediate appointment for Mrs. 
Levy to undergo testing on the 
cardiac stress testing equipment 
provided at Annapolis. 

The Cardio Diagnostic Depart- 
ment is under the supervision of 
Omar Guevara, MD, who is assisted 
by V. Goburdhan, MD. Both of these 
physicians are carcfiologists. 

The following morning, Mrs. Levy 
presented herself to the stress 
testing area. 

Her vital signs were taken, and 
then she was given a “resting” 
EKG. This EKG would be read by 
the physicians to^be certain that she 
had not suffered a previous 
myocardial infarction (MI). It also 
would be used as a reference check 
to be compared with the EKG taken 
on the stress testa-. 

The stress testa- is a treadmill- 
device which can be operated at 
varying speeds (up to 10 miles per 
hour) and varying angles of dif- 
ficulty (up to 20 degrees from the 
horizontal). 

As Mrs. Levy stood on the 
treadmill, she was attached via 
electrodes to a real-time 
oscilloscope which would present an 
electronic “picture” of the stress 
her heart was experiencing. 

At the conclusion of the stress 
testing, she was allowed to sit down 
and recover from the exercise. 

She then was provided with a 
second piece of new equipment: the 
Holter carrier. 

The Holter is a small ( about 4 lbs. ) 
tape recorder which she would carry 
over her shoulder much like she 
would carry her purse. Electrodes 
from the Holter were attached to her 
body, and a tape in the Holter would 
record a 24-hour EKG . A t n ight when 
she went to bed, she would put the 
recorder under her pillow and thus 
any phenomena which occurred 
during sleep time would be recor- 
ded. 

Mrs. Levy was instructed to bring 
the recorder back to Annapolis the 
following day. The tape was then 
removed and placed in an electronic 
scanner which has the ability to 
translate the impressions on the 
tape to a visual EKG readout. 

As her tape was being played out 
on the scanner, the readout could be 
stopped at any point which the 
physician considered to represent a 
deviation from normal limits and an 
analysis could be made.

This service has been in operation 
since December 1974. In those 13 
months, more than 500 patients have 
been tested. 


These patients are fortunate that 
the service is available, in that the 
cost of getting a 24-hour EKG with 
the Holter is considerably less than 


it would be if a patient had to be 
hospitalized for the same procedure. 
Additionally, by taking the 24-hour 
reading with the portable Holter, it 
is possible to get a typical reading as 
one exists in a normal environment. 

Both the treadmill stress and 
Holter services are available to 
patients from other hospitals in the 
area. The only requirement is that 
the tests be ordered by a physician. 

And of great significance is the 
fact that the provision of this service 
represents one more important step 
in what is the ultimate goal of 
medicine — the prevention of 
physical distress.

(according to one historian), making 
clothes was the chief occupation of 
half the human race. Unless very 
wealthy, wives made by hand all their 
owt) garments, their children s and, in 
addition, all their men’s shirts, un- 
derwear and work clothes. 

Thomas Hood, an English poet, 
described weary seamstresses 
everywhere when he wrote in his

knit afghan; Cassie Chudzinski, the 
Timex wristwatch; Aldine Potter, the 
Avon Betsy Ross plate; Betty 
Fleming, the junior miss Singer 


trimmed petticoat which her mother, 
the chairman of the show, had made 
along* with the dress. 

The first of the authentic originals 
to be shown was worn by Onnalee Wall 
whose black alpaca outfit had 
belonged to her grandmother, 
Clarissa Rawson Miller, who was bom 
in 1803. Research shows that in the 
1800’s she moved with her husband, 
Horace, to a spot now known as Huron 
Township. 

The family history also notes a land 
grant from the government; that 
same property now being known as 
the Miller subdivision (North Shore 
Drive, Stanley and Beck Roads) to the 
south of Denton Road in Van Buren 
Township. 

Playing the part of hostess at a tea 
party was Gayle Patterson whose 
floral printed gowTi trimmed in ecru 
crocheted lace was made for her by 
Sue Phillips. 

Changing the mood of the program 
by moving it to perhaps the “Long 
Branch” was Debbie Zaborowski. She 
chose to depict the dance hall girl 
who, too, played apart in the making 
of the country. She and a friend, 
CharleneCole, designed and made the 
pink taffeta dress. 

In her spare time, it seems, that 
dance hall girl had been busy with a 
pair of knitting needles for it was 
Debbie who put together the striking 
red, white and blue afgian which was 
the evening’s top door prize. 

Representing the Trinity Episcopal

Bitnar. Chosen from the 1860 era, the 
turquoise dress featured butterfly 
sleeves, a stand-up collar and padded 
bustle back. Reaching into the past for 
authenticity, Judy also wore high silk 
shoes in a feminine bone color. 

A student at Belleville High School, 
Pat Fleming donned the long dress for 
which her mother, Betty Fleming, had 
used 10 yards of black and white print 
fabric. Typical of 1876, her frontier 
costume was patterned after those 
worn by a ‘‘young lady” (teen-ager.) 

A former Sumpter resident, Bar- 
bara McKenzie, came from her 


family’s centennial farm near Yp- 
silanti to model an authentic C&aker 
costume. Having belonged to her 
great-grandmother, Betsy Hewens. 
the outfit dates back to around 1876 
The all-black ensemble included a 
small, snug-fitting bonnet in matching 
heavy wool fabric. 

Barbara also brought for display a 
33-inch German bisque doll (the 
forerunner to our life-sized dolls?)

The 1880’s were on stage when 
Debbie Keene of Ypsilanti modeled 
the black calico dress, pink apron and 
dustcap which her mother had made.

opportunity to operate Willow Run,” 
O’Rourke added. ‘‘We wouldn’t be 
adverse to a citizen’s advisory 
committee on the airport.” 

However, the WCRC flatly rejected 
a proposal by the task force to 
negotiate an “owner-operator” set-up 
with the Willow Run Joint Airport 
Board as a means to operate the 
airport. 

Under the proposa 1, the joint airport 
board would “own” the airport and 
have final say on its operations, but 
would utilize the WCRC expertise to 
operate a functional facility. 

The WCRC rejected the proposal at 
the task force meeting because of the 
other agency’s “veto” power over 
operational decisions. 

Charles Van Deusen assistant 
managing director of the road agency, 
said area citizens' should be aware 
that there are new laws governing the 
potential operation of Willow Run. 

“There’s an environmental impact 
law which requires the operators of 
the airport, any airport, to assess the 
environmental impact of their 
decisions before those decisions are 
implemented,” Van Duesen said. “It 
means that we have to live within 
environmental impact guidelines 
with anv of our decisions.” 

Mitchell Zolik, deputy managing 
director fo the WCRC, and affiliated 
with Detroit Metropolitan Airport in 
Romulus since 1946, said that the 
commission’s goal is to provide 
service to the region within the 
guidelines structured by the task 
force. 

“If we’re going to maximize the 
capability of Metroplitan Airport to 
handle passenger traffic, we need an 
efficient Willow Run operation,” he 
said. ‘‘As far as the WCRC is con- 
cerned, the scheme presented five 
years ago on enlarging Willow Run to 
handle increased air cargo traffic is 
dead. 

“The role of the airport as defined 
by the task force is adequate and 
meets our needs.” 

The task force recommended that 
the airport be used for general 
aviation activities (private airplanes) 
and some air cargo activities, but did 
not recommend a massive change in 
the airport operations to the 
detriment of the surrounding com- 
munity. 

The task force was charged with the 
job of defining the role of Willow Run 
with the aid of the Sanford Research 
Institute and to recommend an 
operator for the airport to the 
Michigan State Department of High- 
ways and Transportation. 

The state agency then will study the 
recommendation on the operator and 
turn its own finding over to the 
University of Michigan Board of 
Regents for its consideration. 

The U-M has final say over who will 
own the airport once the board im- 
plements its plan to “get out of the 
airport business.” 

Zolik said while the WCRC is in- 


terested in obtaining control over 
Willow Run, it is not “engaged in any 
lobbying” for support. 

“We’re willing to talk with groups 
about the role of Willow Run, but 
we’re not going to lobby for support to 
obtain the airport,” Zolik added. “All 
the people should realize is that 
Willow Run can benefit the Van Buren 
Area as well as the entire county, if 
operated correctly. 

“We feel we have the expertise to do 
a good job.”
